The other Boystown 

West Hollywood gayborhood wants to use popular Lakeview moniker

There's another Boystown gayborhood bubbling 
upj but not in C'hicago, 

This one's i n ’TO st Hollywood, Cali£, and earlier 
this month two city councilmen in that small city 
next to L,A. announced their support of officially 
recognizing a stretch of Santa Monica Boulevard 
as '^Boystown,” a brand that has long been associ- 
ated with Chicago's Lakeview. 

Behind the push is West Hollywood resident 
and businessman Larry Block, who announced 
his proposal during a city council public comment 
session in March. lie wants the stretch of Santa 
Monica Boulevard between La Cienega Boulevard 
and La Peer Drive to be known as “Historic Boys- 
town/' a name intended to be more inclusive of the 
lesbians and other minority groups who live there 
now, according to city councilman John Duran. 

Some residents of Boystown in Chicago are less 


than enthused with the idea. 

“Really? I think that’s pretty weak and quite 
cheesy on their part,” says Paul D. Cannella, 40, 
owner of Scarlet Bar and Taverna 750. “I’m very 
happy for them, and certainly encourage the in- 
tentions of designating this area to honor LGBT 
people, but naming it ‘Boystown’ or ‘Historic Boys- 
town’ just seems so copycat. I read the article that 
it’s been called that for years, but rise up and get 
creative, don’t just rip off of Boystown Chicago.” 

In 1998, Chicago designated its Boystown 
neighborhood with 22 rainbow-colored Art Deco 
pylons along a half mile of the North Halsted 
Street corridor. Later this year. The Legacy Proj- 
ect will install four bronze plaques onto each py- 
lon memorializing the lives and work of notable 
LGBT individuals. 

On Block’s website, in a section titled “Boys- 
town for Everybody” the entrepreneur offers a 
respectful nod to Chicago by stating, “There is 


one place in America where there is an official 
‘Boystown’— in Chicago, Illinois. The popular dis- 
trict of Lakeview ‘Boystown’ is the first officially 
recognized gay village in the U.S. The City ofWest 
Hollywood is 26 years old and we are asking our 
City Council to finally recognize our TIistoric 
Boystown.’ ” 

Tracy Bairn, 48, the publisher and co-founder of 
the Windy City Times, doesn’t see the L.A. Boys- 
town as a threat. 

“I don’t think any one city can really claim [the 
Boystown] designation exclusively, so I don't see 
it as an affront to Chicago,” Bairn said. “Chicago 
will always have the first claim to having an offi- 
cial city-designated neighborhood recognizing the 
contributions of the LGBT community 

“But no one area of the city or suburbs is home 
to all LGBTs or all current LGBT businesses, just 
as Greek Town is not home to all Greeks and 
Greek businesses.”

One heroic victory 
for Chicago drivers 

I don’t shoplift, extort, litter, launder, freebase, assault, bribe, stab, 
deal or smuggle. I never illegally download music, unless I think the 
musician would spend the royalties unwisely 

I’m not bragging; obeying the law is the right thing to do, and if you 
ever disagree with a law, you can pay a lawmaker to have it changed. 

This is a long way of saying: Parking illegally wasn’t my intent. I was 
taking my kids to the modern art museum for goodness’ sake. We had 
no intention of stealing the paintings. I just wanted to teach my sons 
to appreciate art or, failing that, the gift shop. “Daddy, these paintings 
are boring! Will you buy me a reproduction of one of them on a mouse 
pad?” 

And that brings me to the spot. A spot so close to the museum I 
may have scraped against an outdoor sculpture pulling in. 

But there were cars parked in front of and behind the spot. There 
was no driveway no hydrant. Right next to the spot were both a “Pay 
to park” sign and the pay box. The pay box wouldn’t park illegally, 
would it? 

Two hours later, though, we were greeted by a bright orange enve- 
lope disagreeing with my assessment. And sure enough, just past the 
“Pay to park” sign and pay box was a “no parking” sign with arrows 
pointing our way 

“Sixty bucks,” I said to my wife. “You get the kids in the car; I’ll go 
return the mouse pad.” 

Fast-forward two months. I waited in a windowless hearing room as 
another man stood at a podium begging the judge behind an elevated 
desk to excuse $6,ooo in parking tickets. 

The $6,000 Man left, not happy And I had my turn. I spoke with 
passion. It wasn’t about the money, I said. I understood the spot was 
illegal. It was about making things right. How can we call ourselves a 
world-class city with such contradictory signage? 

I brought photographic evidence up to the desk. I had multiple 
photos of the same sign: “See, your honor, this photo shows exactly 
what the last photo showed.” 

The judge grumbled something and told me to return to the po- 
dium. Then he read: 

“It is the finding of the administrative law judge that the information 
submitted supports a determination that the required signs were miss- 
ing or obscured. ... Consequently you are not responsible for the fine.” 

The thrill of unambiguous victory carried me out of the room. I 
called my wife, and she asked if we could renew our vows. 

But then I stopped celebrating. I turned around and walked back 
into the hearing room. “Tbur honor,” I said, “let us work together to 
ensure that the city fixes these signs so what happened to me doesn’t 
happen to others.” 

Oh, wait, I didn’t do that. I wanted to— but there was a CD shop 
down the street and I had $6o burning a hole in my pocket.

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BLAGO RETURNS 

A WEEK BEFORE RETRIAL, EX-GOV GOES BACK ON OFFENSIVE

In a move his lawyer denied was an attempt 
to sway a jury Rod Blagojevich on Wednes- 
day said he was fighting for his life and need- 
ed the public’s support when his second 
public corruption trial begins next week. 

The former Illinois governor, who is 
facing a retrial, launched a campaign-style 
stump speech against federal prosecutors, 
saying they want to prohibit his attorneys 
from asking questions about Mayor-elect 
Rahm Emanuel’s role in his plans to fill 
Barack Obama’s U.S. Senate seat. 

Blagojevich faces 20 charges, includ- 
ing one that he worked to sell or trade 
Obama’s Senate seat when Obama left it 


for his presidential inauguration. 

“I’m a former prosecutor,” Blagojevich 
said outside his Northwest Side home. “It 
is not the job of a prosecutor to win at all 
costs. It’s not the job of a prosecutor to rail- 
road an innocent man. It is the job and duty 
of a prosecutor to do justice. What is jus- 
tice? Justice is the finding of the truth. %u 
don’t find the truth by hiding the truth.” 

Blagojevich also said his lawyers may be 
barred from telling jurors that Blagojevich 
championed a children’s health care bill 
that benefited the hospital he was accused 
of shaking down. 

“I’m fighting for my life’s work. I’m 
fighting for the hard work and sacrifice of 


my parents and the values they taught me,” 
he said. 

Also on Tuesday the Tribune asked the 
judge in Blagojevich’s retrial to order that 
sealed filings by prosecutors and defense 
lawyers be made public. The motion cites 
constitutional rights to access the informa- 
tion. 

Both sides have filed more than a dozen 
sealed motions or sealed responses to mo- 
tions in recent months. They’ve also filed 
many motions that aren’t sealed. 

The Tribune’s motion says both sides 
have “indiscriminately filed documents 
wholly under seal, without overcoming the 
strong presumption of public access.”

SUV owners 
may face 
city sticker 
price shock

Owners of gas-guzzling cars in Chicago 
could see city sticker shock to go with pain 
at the pump if an alderman’s plan to in- 
crease prices of the annual stickers is OK’d. 

Aid. Joe Moreno (ist) hopes to raise 
about $21 million per year for the cash- 
strapped city by raising the price of city 
vehicle stickers for certain types of cars. 

Moreno’s plan, which he introduced 
to the City Council on Wednesday also 
would lower the cost of the stickers for 
electric cars and hybrids. 

“The long-term goal is to give more 
incentive for people to drive more fuel- 
efficient cars,” said Moreno, who drives a 
hybrid. 

Currently stickers for small passenger 
cars that run on gas cost $75 per year. Those 
would go up $20 to $95 under the Moreno 
proposal, which wiU head to the Finance 
Committee for further consideration. 

Owners of gas-burning cars that weigh 
more than 4,500 pounds — such as SUVs — 
would increase $35 to $155, and trucks tip- 
ping the scales at more than 16,000 pounds 
would go up $35 to $455. 

“I know that some people may feel ag- 
grieved by this increase,” Moreno said in a 
statement. “But we have to be honest with 
our citizens. These larger vehicles are hard- 
er on our streets and our environment, and 
take up more parking spaces.” 

Later, trans fats! 
State one step 
closer to ban

The Illinois House on Wednesday passed 
a ban on the use of artery-clogging trans 
fats in food served in restaurants and in 
school vending machines starting in 2013. 

If the bill passes the state Senate and 
Gov Quinn signs it, Illinois would be only 
the second state in the nation to pass such a 
measure. The first was California. 

If it becomes law, restaurants would not 
be able to serve food with trans fats start- 
ing Jan. I, 2013. The ban also would apply 
to vending machines in public and private 
schools. 
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LGBT abuse alleged

A legal advocacy group announced Wednes- 
day that it filed complaints with the Depart- 
ment of Homeland Security on behalf of more 
than a dozen gay and transgender people who 
say they were mistreated while in Immigra- 
tions and Customs Enforcement custody in 
states including Illinois. 

The allegations include accusations of rape, 
harassment and denial of medical treatment 
while the individuals, some of whom are now 
in the U.S. legally, were kept in ICE custody in 
locations including those where Chicago-area 
immigrants would be held. 

Raquel Gomez Medina, 33, spent about 
15 months in ICE detention facilities in Il- 
linois and Wisconsin before her case was 
resolved and she was classified as a legal resi- 
dent. Medina, who is transgender, describes 
verbal abuse, denial of medication and at least 
one incident in which she was assaulted by a 
guard who grabbed her breasts. 

With her sister translating, Medina re- 
called an incident in Illinois in which she was 
thrown into a cold, dark room with no blan- 
ket. She slept on toilet paper, she said. 

“Nothing can explain the treatment of 
Raquel other than animus or hostility,” said 
Eric Berndt, supervising attorney for the Na- 
tional Asylum Partnership on Sexual Minori- 
ties, which is a branch of the National Immi- 
grant Justice Center. 

Officials with the Department of Home- 
land Security said ICE “takes any allegations of 


mistreatment or abuse very seriously” Spokes- 
woman Gail Montenegro said in a statement 
that ICE “intends to review the complaint 
filed today and take appropriate action.” 

Mary Meg McCarthy, executive director of 
the NIJC, called the filing of the complaints 
“unprecedented” and critical to getting prop- 
er treatment for sexual minorities. 

“These individuals came to the United 
States to escape persecution in their native 


countries only to face continued abuse in the 
U.S. immigration system,” she said. 

The complaints filed by the NIJC seek to 
urge the Obama administration to look into 
alternatives to detaining lesbian, gay bisexual 
and transgender immigrants in ICE custody, 
McCarthy said. The group also hopes the 
complaints will lead to more investigations 
into allegations of harassment.

The Blackhawks-Vancouver series 
has moved from a war of words 
to a fight on the ice. It’s the third 
straight year for this heated play- 
off rivalry, and the stakes are high.

Canucks team. The Canucks are 
trying to defend their honor from 
an equally hungry Hawks team 
that has eliminated them from two 
straight postseasons.

entered this series as the underdog, 
having qualified for the playoffs by 
virtue of the Dallas Stars’ final-game 
loss. Few people outside Chicago 
believe the Hawks can pull off the 
eighth-seed-over-the-top-seed up- 
set a la the Montreal Canadiens last 
season. The Canucks, on the other 
hand, are riding high as perhaps 
the NHEs best team, and their fans 
expect nothing less than a Cup. 

Something had to give late 
Wednesday night at Rogers Arena. 
Here’s how it played out. 


FIRST PERIOD 

As expected, there were big hits early and often 
after the puck dropped. And it became clear 
just a couple of minutes into the game that 
the Canucks weren’t messing around. Viktor 
Stalberg was checked hard into the boards, 
Jannick Hansen pushed Corey Crawford into the 
net, Chris Higgins knocked Niklas Hjalmarsson 
to the ice-you get the picture. When they 
weren’t hitting Hawks, the Canucks were pelting 
Crawford with pucks. 

Then, 7:03 into the period, the Canucks’ game 
plan paid off as Kevin Bieksa launched the puck 
from near the blue line toward the goal, and 
Higgins redirected it high into the net for a 1-0 
lead. Three minutes later, Hansen put it past 
Crawford on a breakaway after a Duncan Keith 
turnover. The rest of the period featured more 
Canucks hits on the Blackhawks than you find at 
a baseball game-at least in Chicago.

SECOND PERIOD 

More hitting, more shots fired Crawford’s way, 
but the Blackhawks got their first big break 
of the game 49 seconds into the period when 
Henrik Sedin was called for slashing Marian 
Hossa. On the power play, the Hawks were able 
to get just three shots off. In fact, for much of 
the power play the Hawks were fighting off an 
effective shorthanded Canucks attack. 

The bulk of the rest of the period featured 
a lot of back-and-forth-the Hawks seemed to 
settle in and settle down-but few real scoring 
threats, save for a flurry of shots on Roberto 
Luongo 13 minutes in. Later, Luongo made an 
impressive save when he plucked the puck out 
of midair on a Patrick Sharp shot that followed 
an attempt by Jonathan Toews. Despite the 
improved play by the Blackhawks, they ended 
the period right where they started: down two 
goals.

THIRD PERIOD 

If you watched the first and second periods, 
the beginning of the third looked familiar. 

The Canucks flew out of the gates, control- 
ling the tempo and laying more hits on the 
Hawks. A high-sticking call on Bieksa at 13:30 
gave the Hawks a golden opportunity to cut 
into the two-goal lead, but again the Canucks’ 
penalty-killing unit kept the puck out of their 
zone for much of the two minutes. 

As if the scoreboard beating weren’t 
enough, the Blackhawks announced Tomas 
Kopecky suffered an upper-body injury 
and would not return to the game. Then 
Ryan Johnson went to the bench limping. 
Michael Frolik almost turned momentum the 
Blackhawks’ way when he hit the goal post 
with 6:11 left. The Hawks got another chance 
with 2:28 left when Toews drew a hooking pen- 
alty. But Troy Brouwer was called for a penalty 
seconds later, negating the Hawks’ advantage.

Nearly six years ago, "‘Scream” director Wes 
Craven said he didn't think it wise to make 
a fourth movie in the blockbuster franchise 
because all the stories that could be told bad 
been. 

But with "‘Scream 4” set to open at 
12:01 a.m, Friday Craven says that with all the 
key actors back— including Courteney Cox, 
David Arquette and Neve Campbell in the 
lead role of hunted woman Sidney Prescott— 
fans will be pleased. 

“I think we all wanted to come back, [but] 
we needed to bring it back up to bar. "Scream 
3' was a little too goofy,” Craven said. 

'llie “Scream'^ movies became part of Hol- 
lywood lore when they launched in 1996 with 
the tale of a maniac who wears a ghastly ghost 
mask while murdering teenagers in a small 
California community. 'I'he kids try to uncov- 
er the assailant by figuring out the “rules” that 
horror films follow in their plots. 

Prescott's life was the ultimate goal of the 
killer, who is appropriately dubbed “Ghost- 
face*” Cox portrayed a TY reporter cover- 
ing the crimes, and Arquette was a deputy 
policeman. 

The first version earned good reviews and 


Slasher franchise takes 
another stab at success with "Scream 4’ 


$173 million at global box offices. 'I'he next 
movie, 1997^5 “Scream 2,” did just as well with 
fans and earned S172 million. 

But in 2000, “Scream 3” felt the wrath of 
moviegoers with its killings taking place on 
the set of a movie based on the fictional mur- 
ders. While “Scream 3” claimed S162 million in 
worldwide ticket sales, some critics believed 
the franchise had lost its freshness. 

Craven, whose credits include the “A Night- 
mare on Elm Street” movies, said the story in 
“Scream 3” also suffered from having too little 
of a focus on the Prescott character, who rev 
mained largely in the background. 

“The audience is taken with [Sidney] be- 
cause they need one core character to really 
feel fDr in order for the horror and the humor 


to work,” Campbell said. 

Eleven years later, here comes “Scream 4” 
with Prescott returning to the California town 
where it all began while on tour to promote 
her successful self-help book. As soon as she 
arrives, murders begin among a group that 
includes her young cousin, played by Emma 
Roberts* 

With a killer back on the loose, news re- 
porter Gale Weathers-Riley (Cox) and her 
husband, Dewc^ Riley (Arquette), again are 
lured into the hunt for Ghostface. 

For Craven, the process of doing another 
“Scream” started with Kevin Williamson, 
screenwriter of the first two films. I le needed 
to come up with a fresh plot that was inven- 
tive yet true to the original. 

“"Vbu have to come back with something 
worthy of com ing back,” Craven said. 

But during production, Williamson was re- 
placed with Ehren Kruger, writer of “Scream 
3*” Almost immediately, fans voiced their fear 
on websites and blogs that the original inven- 
tiveness might be lost. 

Craven and Campbell insist the originality 
has returned, 

“Ten years ago, we were right not to do it,” 
Campbell told Entertainment '^C^ekly. “But I 
think now enough time has gone by that it's 
going to be a gas for the audience again.”

If Sidney Prescott (Neve Campbell) really knew hor- 
ror movies, she’d know that the moment she thinks 
she’s ready to move on from 
the murders in her past is 
exactly when the killings will 
resume. Like clockwork, the 
end of Sidney’s book tour in 
her hometown coincides with 
the anniversary of the city’s 
tragic history and yet another 
onslaught of stabbings often 
foreshadowed via telephone 
landlines. As if anyone uses 
those anymore. 

The verdict: For a while, 
there’s spunk in the way 
“Scream 4” winks at its role as 
just another horror franchise 
rejuvenation. It can be fun to 
predict the killer in a movie in 
which you actually can distin- 
guish one character from the 
next. Yet just because a film is 
commenting on the motions 
doesn’t mean it’s not also going 
through them in a way that’s 
simply not fresh anymore. (P.S. 

The instant, superficial nature 
of Internet fame isn’t news 
either.) “Scream 4” feels like it’s trying to keep air in 
a balloon whose hole can’t be repaired. Less than an 
exercise in tension or surprise, the movie’s a sporadi- 
cally funny conversation about the genre. The highest 
compliment it earns is, “It’s better than ‘Scream 3,’ and 
way better than another ‘Saw’ ”
